Three killed in shooting 
near Texas university 


Substantial reduction in water and 
electricity tariffs for Aruba! 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A po¬ 
liceman and another man were 
shot dead near a major US uni¬ 
versity yesterday before police 
shot the suspect and took him 
into custody, where he later re¬ 
portedly died. 

Assistant Police Chief Scott 
McCollum said three more po¬ 
lice officers and a female civi¬ 
lian were wounded in the 
shooting, which took place in 
College Station near Texas 
A&M University, which has 
nearly 50,000 students. 

McCollum said Constable 
Brian Bachmann had gone to a 
house a few blocks away from 
campus to serve an eviction 
notice when the suspect 
opened fire, leading the officer 
to call for backup before he 
succumbed to his wounds. 

Reinforcements rushed to 
the scene after the first shots 
were fired and battled the gun¬ 
man, eventually wounding him 
and taking him into custody, 
McCollum said at a press con¬ 
ference. 

Local media later cited po¬ 
lice as saying the suspect had 
died in custody. The police 
could not immediately be 
reached for comment. 

McCollum said police were 
still looking into the motive 


behind the shooting and de¬ 
clined to provide details about 
the suspect’s identity, the 
firearm that was used or the 
circumstances behind the evic¬ 
tion notice. 

”A situation like this is very 
chaotic. We have a lot of infor¬ 
mation that’s coming in, we 
have multiple crime scenes, 
and we ask the public to be pa¬ 
tient as we try to understand 
why this tragedy has oc¬ 
curred,” he told reporters. 

McCollum later said the 
civilian male shot dead in the 
incident was in his mid-60s 
and that the woman, 55, was in 
surgery. 

One policeman was shot in 
the leg and taken to hospital, 
and two others suffered "non- 
life threatening injuries,” he 
said. 

The incident came in the 
wake of two recent mass 
shootings — one at a crowded 
cinema in Colorado and an¬ 
other at a Sikh temple in Wis¬ 
consin — less than three weeks 
apart, that reignited debate 
over lax US gun laws. 

The incident took place 
around the 200 block of Fi¬ 
delity Drive, a residential area 
a few blocks from the sprawl¬ 
ing Texas A&M campus. 


It is a reality....the tariffs on 
water and electricity on Aruba 
will be reduced significantly! 
This is a result of last week’s 
deliberations between the 
government, unions and em¬ 
ployee organizations. 

It is estimated that the ave¬ 
rage family in Aruba spends 
about 30% of their family 
budget on water and electri¬ 
city. While the high cost of 
energy is also an obstacle for 
the business community. 

One important factor 
which has contributed to 
making it possible to reduce 
the tariffs on water and elec¬ 
tricity is the decision taken by 
the government to end the 
practice of collecting divi¬ 
dends from the utility compa¬ 
nies. That inevitably kept the 
tariffs unnecessarily ex¬ 
tremely high. During the Na¬ 
tional Social Dialogue, the 
government, unions, and em¬ 
ployee organizations reached 
a consensus on a new tariff 
structure. The primary objec¬ 
tive throughout the delibera¬ 
tions was to ensure that those 
with less income in our com¬ 
munity should enjoy the lo¬ 
west tariffs. 

For this category - using 
13 to 20m 3 of water - the tar¬ 
iff will be reduced by 44% as 
of August 1st, 2012. For 
those in the non-residential, 
commercial and hotel cate¬ 
gory, the tariff will be re¬ 
duced by 26%. The elec¬ 
tricity tariff will be reduced 
as of the 1st of November by 
an average of 10%. For those 
in the lower income bracket 
the reduction will be 15%, for 
small and medium businesses 
the reduction will be 6%. For 
those consuming large 
amounts of energy, the reduc¬ 
tion will be 1%. 

In the protocol signed by 
the social partners it was ac¬ 
corded that as of January 1st 
2013, the import duty on all 
electrical appliances and ap¬ 
paratus consuming very little 
energy, the tariff will be re¬ 


duced to a mere 2%. They 
also plan to begin an aware¬ 
ness campaign to teach peo¬ 
ple how to use electricity and 
water correctly and more ef¬ 
ficiently. 

The government ex¬ 
pressed that the practice of 
extracting dividends from 
state-owned companies is a 
non-transparent practice 
which is an unacceptable 
principle, especially when 
this affects those with limited 
resources. No government 
should expect to earn profits 
from sources of primary ne¬ 
cessity such as water and 
electricity, according to the 
government. 

With the reduction in the 
water and electricity tariffs 


the buying power of our citi¬ 
zens will be increased sub¬ 
stantially injecting new 
impulse into the economy, 
which will result in more tax 
income and more jobs! 

The government ex¬ 
pressed their heartfelt grati¬ 
tude for the disposition and 
cooperation of the unions, 
business community and all 
social partners who con¬ 
tributed to making the na¬ 
tional Social Dialogue and 
the historical reduction in our 
utility tariffs such a success. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, this was yet another 
important achievement for 
Aruba. The first such mile¬ 
stone was the decision to re¬ 
structure the Pension Plan.

Aruba Olympic Committee creating Subway and Kiwanis 
alliances with other countries “Back to School Project” 




During the London Olympic 
Games, the technical commis¬ 
sion of the Aruba Olympic 
Committee (COA) held diffe¬ 
rent meetings with various 
Olympic committees from dif¬ 
ferent countries. Meetings 
were held with, among others, 
representatives of the Olympic 
Committee of Spain, Colom¬ 
bia, the USA and Brazil. The 
objective of these meetings 
was to find new possibilities 
for our elite athletes and their 
trainers to get into one or more 
athletic planning programs for 
the next four year cycle. 

COA members in charge of 
the Technical Commission, 
Edmundo Josiah and Jesus Ha- 
labi, were the members who 
met with these representatives. 
Again, their objective is to en¬ 


able our athletes and their 
coach’s better preparation op¬ 
portunities abroad that could 
ensure them better results in 
the next four year cycle. 

One of the first important 
contacts realized was with the 
President of the Spain Olym¬ 
pic Committee, Alejandro 
Blanco. Blanco promised that 
before the end of the year, he 
will visit Aruba to explore 
which sports in Aruba has real 
potential for development 
where Spain could offer help. 

The next meeting was with 
the president of the Interna¬ 
tional Federation of Judo, Ma¬ 
rius Vizer, who offered the 
possibility for Aruban athletes 
to follow a year long program 
in Rumania. This will be for 
the preparation of the South 


American Youth Games to take 
place next year October in 
Lima, Peru. Brazil and Spain 
also offered Aruba the same 
support, but for different 
sports. 

A very important aspect re¬ 
alized during these meetings is 
the willingness of parents to 
allow their youngsters to go 
abroad at a young age to pur¬ 
sue the further development of 
their sport. 

Another important country 
with whom our technical com¬ 
mittee met was Colombia. 
Here they met with top execu¬ 
tive of the Colombian Olympic 
Committee, Dr. Mauricio Ser- 
rato. According to Dr. Serrato, 
in 2013 the Colombian Olym¬ 
pic Committee will open a 
most complete and modern 
training center. The possibility 
exists for sending our athletes 
and coaches to this center 
where they can follow an ex¬ 
tended training program. That 
program will include the me¬ 
dical part where they would 
work together with Cemedar 
of Aruba. 

Efforts are being made to 
bring Cuban Santiago Antunes, 
former director of the technical 
federation of Cuba for athle¬ 
tics, who in 2010 received 
IAAF World federation prize 
for best trainer in the world, to 
Aruba for a one week visit. 
Antunes would be requested to 
evaluate the potential of our 
athletics and to ascertain if our 
athletes would be capable of 
competing in one or more re¬ 
gional events. Antunes would 
evaluate the real situation of 
our athletics on Aruba. 

If Aruba intends to one day 
see better results in regional 
games such as CAC and 
ODESUR, and in a certain 
sense also in the Pan American 
Games, both our athletes and 
coaches will have to follow a 
program in one of the countries 
mentioned above.

Not too late for aid to Sudan 
war zone, says WFP boss 


KHARTOUM (AFP) - A plan 
backed by the United Nations, 
the African Union and the 
Arab League for delivering aid 
to war-affected Sudanese 
states has not come too late, 
the head of the World Food 
Program said yesterday. 

Six months after the three 
organisations submitted their 
proposal to Khartoum, the 
government in early August 
signed a memorandum of un¬ 
derstanding with them to allow 
for humanitarian access 
throughout South Kordofan 
and Blue Nile — including in 
rebel-held areas. 

The UN has expressed con¬ 
cern for months about a wor¬ 
sening humanitarian situation 
in the war zone, where Khar¬ 
toum cited security concerns in 
tightly restricting the opera¬ 
tions of foreign aid agencies. 

"It's never too late to get to 
a plan when there is an oppor¬ 
tunity to serve," WFP's execu¬ 
tive director, Ertharin Cousin, 
told reporters. 

"We have beneficiaries in 


need. The government has 
committed to supporting the 
MOU and working out the lo¬ 
gistics and providing that 
space and that opportunity for 
us to serve those in need." 

A similar memorandum has 
been reached with rebels of the 
Sudan People's Liberation 
Movement-North (SPLM-N), 
who have been battling go¬ 
vernment forces since June last 
year in South Kordofan, and 
since September in Blue Nile 
state. 

The number of people af¬ 
fected by the fighting has more 
than doubled since December, 
according to UN figures, and 
now stands at more than 
650,000. In April some 
refugees reaching South Sudan 
reported that they had to forage 
in the wild to survive. 

After talks with Sudan's 
Vice President Ali Osman 
Taha, Interior Minister Ibrahim 
Mahmud Ahmad and other of¬ 
ficials, Cousin said there was 
no specific start date for the aid 
operation. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Helen 
Gurley Brown, the saucy Cos¬ 
mopolitan editor who deli¬ 
vered thousands of sex tips to 
single women and more than a 
few curious men, died yester¬ 
day. She was 90. 

Gurley Brown, whose in¬ 
fluence spread across 64 inter¬ 
national editions of the 
low-brow, glossy magazine, 
died after a brief hospitaliza¬ 
tion at New York Presbyterian 
Hospital, the Hearst media cor¬ 
poration said. 

"Widely heralded as a leg¬ 
end, Gurley Brown's impact on 
popular culture and society 
reached around the globe, first 
with her 1962 bestseller, 'Sex 
and the Single Girl,' and then 
for the more than three decades 
she put her personal stamp on 
Cosmopolitan," Hearst said. 

"Under her reign, Cosmo¬ 
politan became the bible of 
'single girls' worldwide and re¬ 
mains the magazine of 'fun, 
fearless, females' to this day." 

Gurley Brown took over the 
then conservative magazine in 
1965 and set about delivering 
her message of "Good girls go 
to heaven, bad girls go every¬ 
where." 

By the 1980s the magazine 
had grown to 300 pages, a third 
of that expensive advertising. It 
now appears in 35 languages 
across more than 100 countries.

Pope's butler, 'accomplice' 
must stand trial 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope 
Benedict XVI's former butler 
and another Vatican employee 
must stand trial for leaking 
confidential papers in a scandal 
that exposed feuds within the 
Church, a magistrate said yes¬ 
terday. 

Paolo Gabriele, who was ar¬ 
rested in May on suspicion of 
stealing secret documents from 
the pope's office and leaking 
them to journalists, is accused 
of "aggravated theft," a state¬ 
ment said. 

Judge Piero Bonnet also 
charged Claudio Sciarpelletti, 
an analyst and computer pro¬ 
grammer in the Vatican state 
secretariat — whose name had 
not been disclosed before — 
with complicity. 

Vatican spokesman Fed¬ 
erico Lombardi told journalists 
the investigation into a "wide 
and complex case" was not yet 
over and would continue to tar¬ 
get others believed to be impli¬ 
cated. 

Gabriele, 46, risks up to six 
years in prison. The Vatican has 
said the trial will not take place 
until October at the earliest. 

Lombardi said that Sciarpel¬ 
letti had played a "marginal 
role" and could not really be 
considered an accomplice. 

Sciarpelletti was arrested in 
May but released the next day. 
He has now been suspended 


from his post "as a precaution" 
said Lombardi, but continues to 
draw his salary. 

Gabriele was arrested dur¬ 
ing an investigation into the 
leak of private papal docu¬ 
ments to the media. He was 
held for 53 days in a Vatican 
cell before being put under 
house arrest in July to await the 
judge's decision. 

The Vatican said after his 
arrest it had found documents 
and copying equipment in 
Gabriele's home, revelations 
which shocked the close-knit 
Holy See community and sad¬ 
dened the 85-year-old German 
pontiff. 

The father-of-three is al¬ 
leged to have photocopied and 
leaked top-secret emails and 
letters, taken from the desk of 
Georg Gaenswein, the pope's 
private secretary. He has read¬ 
ily admitted to the leaks. 

Gabriele's lawyers have de¬ 
nied media reports that their 
client was part of a wider 
whistleblowing operation 
aimed at shaking up the Vatican 
hierarchy. 

But while the butler insists 
he worked alone, many believe 
he is covering up for other 
whistleblowers still in action - 
particularly considering several 
documents were leaked to 
newspapers even after Gabriele 
was arrested.

Holder sued over botched 
US-Mexico arms operation 


ALEPPO (AFP) - Opposition 
fighters appealed for the inter¬ 
national community to come to 
their aid as Syrian troops ad¬ 
vanced into a new rebel-held 
area of the country’s second 
city Aleppo yesterday. 

"Why doesn't the govern¬ 
ment of your country do any¬ 
thing to help us?” Abu Ahmed, 
a fighter with the Shuhada al- 
Atareb (Martyrs of Atareb) 
Battalion in the rebel-held 
southern district of Sukari, 
pleaded with an AFP photogra¬ 
pher. 

"In Libya, they helped get 
rid of (now slain dictator 
Moamer) Kadhafi, but here in 
Syria they leave us to die," said 
the fighter, whose group is 
named after the town of Atareb 
in Aleppo province, the scene 
of major fighting in the 17- 
month conflict. 

All communications have 
been cut in Aleppo, the AFP 
photographer said, raising 
fears of a major assault on the 
northern metropolis whose fate 
is seen as pivotal in determin¬ 
ing the outcome of the increas¬ 
ingly brutal conflict. 

Abu Ahmed called for a no- 
fly zone to protect against air 
attacks by government forces, 
which activists say have often 
fired from warplanes on 
Aleppo in a bid to wrest the 
northern city from rebel hands. 

The Syrian National Coun¬ 


cil, the opposition umbrella 
group, also called yesterday 
for such zones near the borders 
with Turkey and Jordan, along 
the lines of those established in 
Libya during the conflict 
against Kadhafi's regime. 

The NATO campaign in 
Libya, which was authorised 
by the United Nations, played 
a key role in helping rebels 
bring down Kadhafi, but it left 
a deep rift in the UN Security 
Council. 

The Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said the army 
had advanced yesterday into 
the rebel-held area of Saif al- 
Dawla, days after it seized 
control of the neighbouring 
district of Salaheddin. 


"With tanks, Syria's regime 
forces have stormed the west 
of the district of Saif al- 
Dawla," it said. 

Control of Salehidden and 
other districts in Aleppo's 
southern belt are key to secur¬ 
ing the supply routes from 
Damascus, while much of the 
countryside to the north to¬ 
wards Turkey is in rebel hands. 

A Russian-made MiG 
fighter jet was seen swooping 
low over the city, firing on 
some areas, the AFP corre¬ 
spondent said. 

Rebels said there had been 
attacks by MiG jets and heli¬ 
copters, and shelling of Sukari 
but no street fighting was re¬ 
ported. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
congressional committee filed 
a lawsuit yesterday to force At¬ 
torney General Eric Holder to 
turn over documents related to 
a botched gun-running opera¬ 
tion called "Fast and Furious." 

"The House's filing asks the 
federal court to rule that Presi¬ 
dent (Barack) Obama's asser¬ 
tion of executive privilege was 
invalid and compel Attorney 
General Eric Holder to pro¬ 
duce subpoenaed documents," 
said a statement from the Re¬ 
publican-led House Oversight 
and Government Reform 
Committee, which investigated 
the operation. 

In June, the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives took the historic 
and controversial step of hold¬ 
ing Holder in contempt over 
the gun-tracking operation and 
his refusal to turn over the re¬ 
quested documents. 

But the Justice Department 
declined to prosecute Holder 
for his refusal, after the presi¬ 
dent said the materials were 
protected under "executive 
privilege." 

Committee chairman Dar¬ 
rell Issa, a Republican, said 
Obama's decision to assert his 
privilege, "nearly eight months 
after the subpoena had been is¬ 
sued," was unfounded. 

It was "a calculated politi¬ 
cal maneuver designed to stop 
the release of documents until 
after November's elections," 
Issa alleged. 


The White House and the 
attorney general counter that 
the investigation itself is poli¬ 
tically motivated, timed to 
make headlines during a tough 
presidential campaign. 

"It seems clear that House 
Republican leaders do not 
want to resolve the contempt 
issue and prefer to generate un¬ 
necessary conflict with the ad¬ 
ministration as the election 
nears," said Elijah Cummings, 
the top Democrat on the com¬ 
mittee. 

Issa is seeking to discover 
who in the government knew 
about the operation — which 
was launched in Arizona by 
agents of the Bureau of Alco¬ 
hol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives — and whether 
there was a cover-up. 

Holder has said he was un¬ 
aware of it and has ordered his 
own internal investigation. 

The sting operation, named 
after the Fast and Furious se¬ 
ries of Hollywood action 
movies, was designed to track 
weapons purchased by straw 
buyers and smuggled to drug 
cartels in Mexico. 

But many of the guns went 
missing, and two were later 
found at the murder scene of a 
US border patrol agent. 

Holder has testified about 
the scandal nine times and 
turned over 7,600 documents, 
but Issa says that is less than 
10 percent of what was being 
sought.

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Roche 'gets US green light to sell 
diabetes eye drug' 



GENEVA (AFP) -Swiss 
pharma giant Roche said Mon¬ 
day it will sell in the United 
States a drug that treats a dia¬ 


betes-related illness linked to 
blindness after getting the reg¬ 
ulatory green light. 

The US Food and Drug Ad¬ 


ministration's (FDA) decision 
means that Roche can take Fu- 
centis to the US to treat dia¬ 
betic macular oedema (DME), 
a condition that causes 
swelling, blurred vision and 
blindness in people with dia¬ 
betes. 

In a statement Roche called 
the development the "first 
major treatment advance in 
more than 25 years for (the) 
sight-threatening condition." 

"For the first time, Ameri¬ 
cans with diabetic macular 
oedema will have access to an 
FDA-approved medicine 
shown to help many patients 
rapidly regain substantial 
amounts of lost vision," said 
Hal Barron, global product de¬ 
velopment director at Roche. 

Fucentis is described by 
Roche as the "first and only 
FDA-approved medicine" to 
help those with the condition, 
which is otherwise treated 
with limited success by laser 
surgery. 

Nearly 26 million Ameri¬ 
cans have diabetes which is 
the principal cause of blind¬ 
ness in America, Roche said in 
a statement. 

More than 560,000 have re¬ 
lated macular oedema and one 
in 10 people with diabetes will 
get DME during their lifetime, 
the Basel-based manufacturer 
added.

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Ban says sex discrimination 
hampers poverty battle 


SEOUL (AFP) - Discrimina¬ 
tion against women hampers 
progress in alleviating world 
poverty and costs Asia-Pacific 
economies tens of billions of 
dollars a year, United Nations 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon said Monday. 

"Gender discrimination 
blocks progress. Equality 
makes it possible to achieve 
huge breakthroughs," Ban told 
an international meeting for 
young female leaders during a 
visit to his native South Korea. 

Women make up a fraction 
of all chief executives of the 
world's biggest companies, 
fewer than one in ten national 
leaders are female and fewer 
than one in five parliamentari¬ 
ans are women, he said in a 
speech. 

"The lack of women's repre¬ 
sentation — of women's em¬ 
powerment — affects 
individual women's rights — 
and it holds back whole coun¬ 
tries," Ban said. 


One recent UN study, he 
said, showed that limits on 
women's economic participa¬ 
tion cost the Asia-Pacific re¬ 
gion nearly $90 billion a year 
in lost productivity. 

Helping women was crucial 
to achieving the Millennium 
Development Goals on poverty 
reduction by 2015, the UN 
chief said. 

Women did more work for 
less pay than men and far more 
girls were shut out of primary 
school than boys. Two-thirds 
of the 780 million people in the 
world who cannot read were 
women. 

A woman still died every 90 
seconds from complications re¬ 
lated to pregnancy or child¬ 
birth, Ban said, adding he was 
heading a global movement to 
end these needless deaths. 

"We are moving on all fronts 
to invest in women so they can 
reach their full potential, drive 
development and lead us to a 
better future," he said.

Philippines told to brace for more rains 



MANILA (AFP) - Philippine 
authorities warned Monday an 
approaching storm could bring 
more heavy rain to the capital 
and surrounding areas that are 
still reeling from devastating 
floods that have left 92 dead. 

Nearly half a million people 
are packed in evacuation cen¬ 
tres, while all in all, more than 
3.4 million people have been 
affected by the floods, the Na¬ 
tional Disaster Risk Reduction 
and Management Council 
said. 


Flooding in Manila has 
largely subsided, although 
hundreds of thousands re¬ 
mained cut off by neck-deep 
floods in low-lying farming 
towns north of the capital that 
are natural catch basins. 

Monday morning the state 
weather bureau said a tropical 
depression was spotted 600 
kilometres (370 miles) off the 
eastern coast of the Philip¬ 
pines in the Pacific Ocean. 

It was forecast to move in a 
west-northwest direction and 


likely skirt the Philippines, but 
it could still bring more heavy 
rainst, the bureau said. 

The storm could interact 
with the seasonal southwest 
monsoon and lead to fresh tor¬ 
rential rains, it said. 

Similar heavy rainfall sub¬ 
merged more than 80 percent 
of the capital Manila last 
week, virtually bringing the 
megacity to a standstill. 

Authorities said they were 
checking for possible out¬ 
breaks of disease and rushing 
food packs to evacuation cen¬ 
tres, while the death toll had 
meanwhile risen to 92 from 85 
reported Sunday. 

Many of the casualties were 
due to drowning. 

In Malabon, a coastal dis¬ 
trict facing Manila Bay, people 
trickled back to clean up their 
mud-streaked homes Monday 
amid warnings to be prepared 
for fresh evacuations. 

Virtually all of Malabon’s 
21 villages were swamped by 
neck-deep floods at the height 
of the torrential rains, and 
some 1,000 people still re¬ 
mained in evacuation centres 
Monday. 


Dutch reality show to offer one-way 
tickets to Mars 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - As 
the world marvels at the latest 
US Mars landing, a Dutch 
start-up is aiming to beat 
NASA at its own game by 
sending the first humans to 
the red planet — and film all 
as a reality show. 

The big hitch: it f s a one¬ 
way trip. 

Fact, fiction or publicity 
stunt from the land that 
launched reality TV? 

The start-up, called ’’Mars 
One”, says it is dead serious 
about landing four astronauts 
on Mars by 2023, seven years 
ahead of the US space 
agency's target, and plans to 
start the search for volunteers 
next year. 

Experts are sceptical, but 
"Mars One” has won backing 
from none other than Dutch 
Nobel laureate Gerard 't 
Hooft, who won the 1999 
prize for physics. 

No one has yet tried to put 
man on Mars and scientists 
question whether radiation 
exposure would even allow 
humans to survive the trip. 

As for space agencies' at¬ 
tempts since 1960 to land un¬ 
manned craft, only about half 
have succeeded, with the US 
in the clear lead. 

And though six missions 
did make it to Mars — includ¬ 
ing NASA's Curiosity rover 
that set down Aug 5 to hunt 


for signs of past life and pre¬ 
pare for a possible human 
mission — scientists have no 
way, yet, to get spacecraft 
back. 

Sound discouraging? Not 
to the man behind "Mars 
One”, mechanical engineer 
Bas Lansdorp, 35. 

He estimates its pricetag at 
a hefty $6 billion, more than 
twice the $2.5 billion for Cu¬ 
riosity, NASA's biggest mis¬ 
sion yet, and said the idea for 
financing came after talks 
with Paul Romer, one of the 
Dutch creators of "Big 
Brother”, the first reality 
show in 1999 that was a 
smash hit and spawned ver¬ 
sions, and big profits, world¬ 
wide. 

"Funding will be made 
possible through the media 
spectacle built around the ad¬ 
venture,” he told AFP. 

For Lansdorp, "the con¬ 
quest of the red planet is the 
most important step in the 
history of mankind,” even if 
he concedes that many as¬ 
pects of "Mars One” are still 
uncertain. 

Among these are the ethics 
and legality of asking people 
to finish their lives in outer 
space, under TV scrutiny. 

Other critics say "Mars 
One” seems more focussed 
on the monetisation — rather 
than the feasibility — of the 


project. 

Under Lansdorp's plan, 
choosing and training the as¬ 
tronauts, their months-long 
space journey and their lives 
on Mars would all be tele¬ 
vised — along the lines of 
"Big Brother” where a small 
group was isolated in a house 
and constantly filmed by TV 
cameras. 

The Dutch engineer, who 
previously worked in the 
field of wind power, has 
teamed up with a physicist, 
an industrial designer and a 
communications specialist. 
They would run the opera¬ 
tion, he said, and technical 
aspects like building a space 
ship and living quarters on 
Mars would be outsourced to 
companies that were "most 
qualified”. 

He has even drawn up a 
schedule. Selection and train¬ 
ing of astronauts is set to start 
next year, then modules for 
the space station, food and 
robotic vehicles would be 
sent between 2016 and 2022. 

A first group of four men 
and women would set foot on 
Mars in April 2023, Lansdorp 
told AFP, with others to fol¬ 
low until there was a colony 
of 20 people a decade later. 
They would mainly conduct 
scientific experiments, no¬ 
tably looking for signs of life, 
like Curiosity.

(AFP) - Internet giant Google on Monday said it plans to 
lay off about 4,000 employees worldwide at cellphone 
maker Motorola Mobility, as it seeks to focus on sales 
of its Android devices. The aim of the cuts is to simplify 
the Motorola line of mobile phones "from feature 
phones to more innovative and profitable devices." 
Google bought the Mobility unit for $12.5 billion in May, 
eyeing both its mobile phone line, which uses Google's 
Android platform, and some 17,000 valuable patents. 
Google sought control of Motorola's phone line and its 
patents in the May takeover to boost its competitiveness 
against Apple in the booming smartphone and tablet 
market. Google said it will run Motorola Mobility as a 
separate business unit that will be a licensee of Android.

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BP sells US refinery for $2.5 bn to 
Tesoro Corp. 


LONDON (AFP) - British en¬ 
ergy group BP said yesterday 
that it had agreed to sell its 
Carson refinery in California 
to US peer Tesoro Corporation 
for $2.5 billion (2.02 billion 
euros). 

The sale is part of BP's pre¬ 
viously-announced plans to 
sell $38 billion of assets by the 
end of 2013 to help pay the 
clean-up bill and compensa¬ 
tion costs from the devastating 
2010 US Gulf of Mexico oil 
spill. 

The troubled energy major 
has agreed to sell $26.5 billion 
of assets since the start of 
2010, including the latest deal. 

BP said that the Carson sale 
would allow it to focus its in¬ 
vestment and operations on the 
British group's three refineries 
in the northern United States. 

The group had announced 
in February 2011 that it would 
sell off two major US refiner¬ 
ies — including Carson — as 


part of a restructuring to shift 
its focus away from the United 
States and to meet its compen¬ 
sation costs. 

It also intends to offload the 
Texas City facility which suf¬ 
fered a deadly 2005 explosion 
that killed 15 workers and 
sparked safety concerns across 
its US operations. 

"Today's announcement is a 
significant step in the strategic 
refocusing of our US fuels 
business," chief executive of 
BP's global refining and mar¬ 
keting business, Iain Conn, 
said in Monday's statement. 

"Together with the intended 
sale of Texas City, this will 
allow us to focus BP's opera¬ 
tions and investments exclu¬ 
sively on our three northern 
US refineries, which are crude 
feedstock advantaged, and 
their large and important mar¬ 
keting businesses." 

Tesoro will acquire the Car- 
son refinery near Los Angeles 


— which produces 266,000 
barrels of oil a day — as well as 
the associated logistics net¬ 
work of pipelines and storage 
terminals. 

It will also take ownership 
of BP's ARCO-branded retail 
marketing network in Southern 
California, Arizona and Ne¬ 
vada. 

BP added that it would also 
sell the ARCO retail brand 
rights and exclusively license 
those rights from Tesoro for 
Northern California, Oregon 
and Washington. 

The deal remains subject to 
regulatory approvals and is ex¬ 
pected to complete before mid- 
2013. 

In late afternoon trade on 
Monday, BP's share price fell 
0.27 percent to 447.35 pence 
on London's FTSE 100 index 
of leading companies, which 
was 0.41 percent lower at 
5,823.25 points. 


Brent crude oil price hits three-month high 


LONDON (AFP) - Crude 
prices were mixed yesterday, 
with Brent hitting a three- 
month high on tight supply 
concerns, and New York oil 
down amid hopes of added 
stimulus to boost global eco¬ 
nomic growth, traders said. 


Brent crude reached 
$115.11 a barrel to reach the 
highest level since early May. 
Brent North Sea crude for de¬ 
livery in September later stood 
at $113.57 in late London 
deals, up 62 cents compared 
with Friday's close. 


New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for Septem¬ 
ber, fell 36 cents to $92.51 
after gaining earlier in the day. 

"As the new week begins, 
Brent has risen to a three- 
month high," said Com¬ 
merzbank analyst Carsten 
Fritsch. "Driving the price up¬ 
wards are still the risks to sup¬ 
ply such as the decline in 
North Sea production (due to 
maintenance) and the tensions 
in the Near and Middle East." 

Traders yesterday added 
that crude was winning sup¬ 
port from hopes of further cash 
stimulus to boost the global 
economy. 

The European Central Bank 
is also expected to restart its 
bond-buying scheme to sup¬ 
port under-pressure economies 
such as Spain and Italy. 

In the US, investors are ex¬ 
pecting the Federal Reserve to 
unveil its own drive to pump 
cash into the economy, while 
poor trade figures from China 
last week increased the likeli¬ 
hood Beijing will also inter¬ 
vene to kickstart growth.

French capital to lose 


Paris Hilton 


PARIS (AFP) - The US so¬ 
cialite will be the only Paris 
Hilton left after the hotel 
chain lost the right to manage 
its sole establishment in the 
center of the French capital 
under a court ruling seen by 
AFP yesterday. 

Real estate and hotel firm 
SIHPM, owners of the Hilton 
Arc de Triomphe, took the 
US group to court for "seri¬ 
ous violations of its obliga¬ 
tions" under a management 
contract awarded in 2003. 

SIHPM accused Hilton of 
having under-exploited the 
potential of the hotel, which 
it believed should be a five- 
star establishment instead of 
four, the company's lawyer 
Maurice Lantourne said. 

It therefore sought to end 
the management mandate for 


the 500-room hotel, accord¬ 
ing to the ruling dated July 5. 

The commercial court 
ruled in favour of SIHPM 
after finding "breaches" by 
Hilton, and gave SIHPM 
three months to "proceed to 
remove all references to the 
Hilton brand" on the hotel. 

An independent expert has 
also been named to evaluate 
the damages and interests. 
The SIHPM is claiming up to 
60 million euros. 

Hilton France said it was 
contesting the ruling. 

The US group runs four 
other hotels outside Paris, in¬ 
cluding at the city's two main 
airports and in Versailles, but 
the Hilton Arc de Triomphe 
was the only one located in 
the city center.

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BBC sued over 'cash for medals' 
allegations 



LONDON (AFP) - With the 
Olympic ended, the sports’ 
governing body announced it 
is sueing the BBC over re¬ 
peated allegations of cash for 
medals in boxing. 

The International Boxing 
Association (AIBA) has begun 
legal action after the broad¬ 
caster repeated on Friday night 
that boxing medals could be 
bought at London 2012. 


BAMIYAN (AFP) - "IPs 
there,” says an archaeologist 
pointing to the ground, where 
fragments of a Buddha statue 
from the ancient Gandhara 
civilisation have been covered 
up to stop them being stolen or 
vandalised. 

Just months before the US- 
led invasion in 2001, the Tal¬ 
iban regime shocked the world 
by destroying two giant, 1,500- 
year-old Buddhas in the rocky 
Bamiyan valley, branding 
them un-Islamic. 

More than 10 years on 
Western experts say 
Afghanistan's ancient Buddhist 
and early Islamic heritage is 
little safer. 

At the foot of the cliff where 
the two Buddhas used to stand 
130 kilometres (80 miles) west 
of Kabul, an archaeological 
site has been found and parts 
of a third Buddha, lying down, 
were discovered in 2008. 

The area of the lying Bud¬ 
dha is around half the size of a 
football pitch. A dozen statues 
or more lie under tonnes of 
stone and earth. 

"We covered everything up 
because the ground is private 
and to prevent looting,” says 
Zemaryalai Tarzi, the 75-year- 
old French archaeologist born 
in Afghanistan who is leading 


Azerbaijani boxers,

UNESCO added the rocky 
Bamiyan valley, with its old 
forts, temples and cave paint¬ 
ings, to its list of endangered 
heritage sites in 2003. But sites 
have been destroyed through¬ 
out the country.

Italian arrested 
for carrying away 
Auschwitz 
’souvenir’ 

WARSAW (AFP) - A 66- 
year-old Italian was held at 
Poland's Krakow airport after 
being found with barbed wire 
from the former Nazi death 
camp Auschwitz where his fa¬ 
ther had been a prisoner, po¬ 
lice said. 

"The man was arrested on 
Saturday. He told the police 
that he wanted a souvenir 
from Auschwitz because his 
father died in the camp,” 
Krakow police spokesman 
Mariusz Ciarka told AFP. 

The man had 30 centime¬ 
tres of barbed wire. Police 
said he could be released if it 
"emerges that he did not de¬ 
stroy anything.” 

A Frenchman was arrested 
in Krakow last year for also 
trying to carry away some 
barbed wire from Auschwitz. 

Auschwitz-Birkenau is the 
most notorious, and enduring, 
symbol of the Holocaust, 
Nazi Germany's wartime 
campaign of genocide against 
Europe's Jews. 

A year after invading 
Poland in 1939, the Nazis 
opened what was to become a 
vast complex on the edge of 
the southern town of Os- 
wiecim — Auschwitz in Ger¬ 
man. They later expanded it 
to the nearby village of 
Brzezinka, or Birkenau. 

Of the six million Jews killed 
in the Holocaust, one million 
were murdered at the site.

PARIS (AFP) - Belarussian 
Nadezhda Ostapchuk on Mon¬ 
day became the first medallist 
disqualified from the London 
Games for doping and was 
stripped of her women's 
Olympic shot put title. 

The International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) confirmed 
that New Zealand's Valerie 
Adams, the 2008 Olympic and 
three-time world champion, 
has been awarded the gold 
medal after Ostapchuk, 31, 
provided two urine samples 
which were both found to con¬ 
tain the banned anabolic agent 
metenolone. 

An IOC statement said: 
"The athlete was first re¬ 
quested to provide a urine 
sample for a doping control on 
5 August. She competed the 
next day in the women's shot 
put event, where she placed 


first, and was asked to provide 
a sample straight after her 
competition. 

"Both samples indicated the 
presence of metenolone, which 
is classified as anabolic agent 
under the 2012 Prohibited 
List." 

Ostapchuk, the 2005 world 
champion, took surprise gold 
with a throw of 21.36m to end 
the almost two-year unbeaten 
run of 27-year-old Adams, 
who took silver with 20.70m. 

Russia'sYevgeniya Kolodko 
has been upgraded to silver 
medal position and Lijiao 
Gong of China bronze. 

Ostapchuk had been com¬ 
peting in her third Olympics in 
London. She finished fourth in 
Athens in 2004 and won 
bronze in Beijing four years 
ago. 


Absconded Cameroon 
boxers say they were 
threatened 


(AFP) - Five Cameroonian 
boxers who disappeared at the 
London Olympics said in an 
interview broadcast yesterday 
that they absconded because 
they had been threatened by 
officials in their delegation. 

The boxers, who went miss¬ 
ing along with two other 
Cameroonian athletes more 
than a week ago, said they now 
wanted to stay in Britain to de¬ 
velop their careers. 

Speaking in French, Yep- 
mou Mendouo said officials 
had tried to confiscate some of 
his teammates' passports. 

He also claimed that 
Cameroonian officials had 
halved the boxers' agreed 
bonuses. 

We were not happy with 
that," he told the broadcaster. 
"But we decided, the five of 
us, that as fighters we should 
fight — because it's a matter of 
image." Blaise Yepmou Men¬ 
douo told BBC. 

The BBC named the other 
boxers as Thomas Essomba, 
Christian Donfack Adjoufack, 



RIO DE JANEIRO — The Olympic flag landed in Rio on Monday, officially making 
the Brazilian city host of the 2016 Summer Games, an AFP correspondent at the 
airport said. Rio Mayor Eduardo Paes stepped off a plane carrying the flag, accom¬ 
panied by Carlos Arthur Nuzman, president of the 2016 Games Organizing Com¬ 
mittee, Rio Governor Sergio Cabral and Brazilian athletes who competed in 
London. Hosting the Games will be a huge challenge for a city notorious for its traf¬ 
fic chaos, inadequate infrastructure and favela violence, but authorities say Rio 
will rise to the occasion. Today, the flag will be flown to Brasilia for a ceremony at¬ 
tended by President Dilma Rousseff and on Wednesday Paes will carry it through 
Rio's northern Alemao complex of favelas as well as through the western district 
of Realengo, officials said. On Sunday, Paes received the Olympic flag from London 
Mayor Boris Johnson during the ceremony that marked the close of the London 
Games and the countdown to the 2016 Summer Games, which will be the first held 
in South America.

Cedric Mandembo, who 
competed in the + 100kg cate¬ 
gory, boxing coach Blaise 
Bekwa, athletics coach Guy 
Nkita and judo coach Ibula 
Masengo have not been seen 
since the Games came to a 



close on Sunday evening, the 
source said, requesting 
anonymity. 

The country's 12-strong 
delegation to the Games is due 
back in Kinshasa on Thursday. 

An informed source in the 
capital said national boxing 
coach Bekwa disappeared 
from the Athletes' Village on 
Friday while Nkita, national 
athletics technical director, 
had left the area just after 
Ilunga Mande pulled out of the 
men's marathon. Masengo was 
reported to have disappeared 
Saturday night while Man¬ 
dembo was said to have disap¬ 
peared just after the closing 
ceremony on Sunday evening. 

Asked about the disappear¬ 
ances, the minister of sport 
and youth, Baudoin Banza 


Mukalay, said: "I don't know... 
I left London this morning. 
Yesterday (Sunday) I was with 
officials before the closing 
ceremony.

Boxing chief wants 
more women fighting n 
Rio 



LONDON (AFP) - There 
should be an increase in 
women boxers at the 2016 
Olympics in Rio after the suc¬ 
cess of the inaugural competi¬ 
tion at the London Games, 
amateur boxing chief Dr 
Ching-Kuo Wu said. 

The 65-year-old Taiwanese 
admitted that it was not realis¬ 
tic to expect all 10 categories 
to be contested in Brazil, but 
he said there were four years 
to go and he would lobby hard 
for an increase from the 36 
who fought in London. 

All three categories were 
well-received by the 10,000 
spectators with finals day on 
Thursday even resembling a 
fight at the National Stadium 
in Dublin as the arena was be¬ 
decked in Irish flags for Katie 
Taylor, who won lightweight 
gold. 

”1 think the women's per¬ 
formances were magnificent," 
said Wu, whose lobbying paid 
off when the IOC Executive 
Board voted the sport on to the 
schedule in 2009. 

Franco Falcinelli, AIBA 
senior technical delegate, said 
that the success of women's 
boxing had proved wrong all 
those who said it was a dan¬ 
gerous sport. 

"After around 260 bouts 
prior to the five finals there 
have been only three that have 
not run their full course," he 
said. 

"That statistic and the simi¬ 
lar success in the women's 


competition shows boxing is 
not as dangerous as a sport as 
many portray it." 

Wu said that the use of 
headguards was still up for de¬ 
bate between AIBA's medical 
experts and the IOC Medical 
Commission. 

Re-evaluating the judges 
and referees will also feature 
after the Games, though AIBA 
chiefs were at pains to point 
out that there had been few 
contentious decisions with 
only one referee, from Turk¬ 
menistan, sent home after 
being found at fault. 

Wu also ruled out calls from 
television companies for the 
return of running scores on the 
screen instead of the system he 
introduced of displaying them 
up after each round. 

"If the running scores are on 
the screen then everybody 
fixes their eyes on that and 
doesn't watch the competition. 
So what's the competition 
for?," he said. 

"Everyone also becomes a 
judge. So what are the judges 
for? 
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food selection.

London basks in Olympic glory

LONDON (AFP) - Thousands 
of athletes began a mass exo¬ 
dus from London and turned 
their thoughts to Rio de 
Janeiro in 2016, as Britain 
basked in the adulation for a 
Games that electrified billions 
of viewers around the globe. 

London’s Heathrow Airport 
said it was expecting the 
busiest day of the Games with 
6,000 athletes travelling 
through a special Games ter¬ 
minal and another 11,000 offi¬ 
cials and media due to leave 
through normal channels. 

Many would be leaving 
with little sleep after a glitter¬ 
ing closing ceremony featur¬ 


ing The Who, the Spice Girls, 
George Michael and Brazilian 
football legend Pele entertain¬ 
ing a crowd of 80,000 at the 
Olympic Stadium. 

But31-year-old Ostapchuk 
waved goodbye not just to the 
Games but also to her 
women's shot put title after the 
International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee said she had tested pos¬ 
itive for the anabolic steroid 
metenolone. 

The news failed to dampen 
the mood in Britain though, 
with London Mayor Boris 
Johnson saying that for him 
and many other Londoners the 
Games had been "the most ex¬ 


traordinary event we can re¬ 
member in our lifetimes". 

Olympics chief Sebastian 
Coe, speaking at the same 
press conference as Johnson, 
said he hoped there would be 
a long-term boost for British 
sport. 

During two weeks of sport¬ 
ing spectacle record-breaking 
Jamaican sprinter Usain Bolt 
and US swimmer Michael 
Phelps lit up the Olympic Park 
in east London. 

Heptathlete Jessica Ennis 
led an unexpectedly high num¬ 
ber of British champions who 
kept fans' excitement at fever 
pitch. 


fans came out to watch 
Olympic events, and Bolt's 
200m win generated a stagger¬ 
ing 80,000 tweets a minute. 


the Olympic stadium during 
the closing ceremony, while 
the Guardian bade "Goodbye 
to the Glorious Games". 


The United States topped 
the medals table with 46 
golds, eight ahead of China, 
while Britain had 29 — their 
best since 1904. It was the first 
Games where every team had 
at least one female competitor. 

The closing ceremony also 
saw the Olympic flag handed 
over to the mayor of Rio, a 
symbolic transfer which 
launches the four-year count¬ 
down to the 2016 Games. 

IOC President Jacques 
Rogge, speaking during the 
closing ceremony, praised the 
Games as "happy and glori¬ 
ous" — a reference to the lyrics 
of Britain's national anthem 
"God Save the Queen". 

After 16 full days of com¬ 
petition, 302 Olympic titles 
were handed out and 46 world 
records broken. 

More than seven million 


Prime Minister David 
Cameron received congratula¬ 
tions from US President 
Barack Obama, who called 
him to praise the organisation 
of the Games and the perform¬ 
ance of the British team. 

Cameron said the Games 
had reflected the best of 
Britain's multi-cultural com¬ 
plexion, taking the example of 
Mo Farah, who won a rare 
5,000m and 10,000m double. 

Farah came to Britain at age 
eight after spending his early 
years in Somalia and Djibouti. 

Britain's newspapers on 
Monday reflected the coun¬ 
try's newfound pride but also 
betrayed a tinge of sadness 
that the Games were over. 

"Thanks, it's been a blast," 
said the Daily Telegraph over 
a picture of the giant Union 
Jack that covered the floor of
